!•  I  have  not  bean  able  to  find  any  Xivlni?  dencendents  of  Zacarlas. 
It  appears  this  branch  have  died  out. 

2,  Fredericksburg  Township  asaessraent  rolls  for  1808  list  Zacarias 
as  follows; 

Fralick  Zacarlas.  360  uncultivated  acres,  40  cultivated.  One  round 
1^  house,  two  horses,  four  oxen,  three  cows,  three  horned  cattle, 
one  swine. 

3.  From  the  Diary  of  J.C,  Clark,  Entry  for  Aug,  15,  1851,  "Old  man 
Zacariah  Fralick  died  very  suddenly", 

«♦,  Frora  the  Diary  of  J.C,  Clark,  Entry  for  June  28,  1863, 

"Zacarias  Fralick  murdered  Miss  Elizabeth  York  of  RichT^ond  Township 
(near  U'apanee),  near  her  father's  house  (ilanaon  York),  June  30,  1863, 
He  confessed  Oct,  8,  1863,  found  jruilty  at  trial  in  Kinj^ston,  Oct.  13, 
1863,  Judge  Wils«»i  sentenced  him  to  be  hanped  on  Dec,  7  next,  Dec,  7, 
1863,  Zacarias  was  hung  at  Kingston,  Ontario." 

The  Zacarias  In  the  above  account  was  probably  the  son  of  Philip  or 
one  of  the  other  children  of  Zacarias,

"A  bam  burned  in  the  evening,  occupied  by  Mr,  Philip  Fralick  and 
Cfunmd   by  Mr.  F,  Keller,  FJsquire,  Loss  exclusive  of  barn  $U00,00" 

6,  Zacarias  served  .^s  a  private  In  the  war  of  1812  in  the  1st  Replment 

of  Lennc»t  County  Militia,  his  petition  states  he  served  as  a  private 
in  a  flank  company, 

7,  In  18U3  Zacarias  petitioned  for  land  again  for  his  services  in  the 
Militia  durinp'  the  War  of  1812,  He  owned  lot  18  and  the  south  part 
of  Lot  19  in  Richa^ond  Township,   In  all  200  acres.  He  signed  the 
petition  In  Kinrston  25  April,  18H3. 

6,  Zacarias  petitioned  for  land  in  1797  and  states  that  he  is  livinp  on 
land  he  purchased  in  Brederlcksburph  Township  in  179U 

9,  At  the  tiiaa  his  fathjer  Martin  came  to  Canada  in  178't  Zacarias  was 
12  years  old  and  when  he  reached  25  years  of  arre  in  1797  asked  for 
land  as  the  acn   of  a  Loyalist,  He  wss  granted  200  acres  by  order 
in  council. 


10,  Philip  Smith  Fralick,  son  of  Zacarias,  petiticmed  in  1855  top,©th«3r 
with  villiaia  Paul,  Their  petition  concerns  a  dispute  over  land  In 
Caoden  Township  which  the  nrammar  School  laid  clai?a  to  after  Zacarias 
and  William  Paul  had  paid  300  poimds  for  said  land,  (See  Petition),

By  "Belleville  Fralicks"  we  refer  to  Lewis  Frallck,  son  of  Martin, 
Lewis  came  later  than  his  Father  and  brothers.   He  ia  the  ancestor 
of  the  late  Judfte  Edison  Baldwin  Fralick  of  Bellevillo,   The  last 
surviving  nember  of  this  family  is  Miss  Helen  Fralick,  who  is  about 
72  years  of  age  (1963). 

Martin  Fralick*s  background  is  told  in  i^otes  1  and  8,   Lewis,  his 
son,  did  not  come  with  the  other  brothers  before  and  during  the  war 
(1775-1783),  He  chose  the  side  of  the  rebels  and  -joined  the  Army, 
He  rose  to  the  rank  of  Colonel  and  was  on  General  leorpe  Washington's 
Staff,  He  knew  Thomas  Tillntson,  an   Undersecretary  of  State,  very  well 
and  named  his  son  after  him. 

There  was  bad  feelinp  between  Lewis  and  his  father  Martin.   Lewis  did 
not  come  to  Canada  until  after  the  war  in  1806,  His  father  had  died 
just  before  his  arrival. 

It  Is  said  that  Lewis  knew  Oeneral  Washington  well  and  also  Ceneral 
Gates,   He  was  a  Captain  under  r,ates  when  the  3riti"^h,  under  General 
Burp,oyne,  surrendered,   Lewis  was  in  the  dryy-oods  business  in 
Pouf^hkeepsie ,  New  York,  after  the  war  and  before  he  came  to  Canada, 

Lewis'  first  son,  Thomas  Tillotson,  was  born  in  Pounhkeensle  and  was 

sent  back  to  Troy,  N'ew  york,  to  attend  school  after  he  came  to  Canada, 

The  date  of  his  caninp  to  Canada  is  shown  on  some  documents  as  1804 

and  others  as  1806,   Thomas  T,  his  son,  was  born  April  20,  1797, 

Thomas  stayed  at  Troy,  M,Y,,  attending  school  until  he  was  14  years 

old.   In  1812,  at  the  are  of  15,  Thomas  enlisted  in  his  Uncle  Christopher's 

Company  of  Dragoons  and  served  at  Queenstcn  and  Lundy's  Lane,   It 

appears  he  spent  a  few  years  in  the  Army  after  the  war.  He  settled 

In  Sidney  in  the  third  concession  on  lots  32  and  33  in  1821, 

Lewis  was  livinr  near  Adolphustown  when  he  petitioned  for  land  in 
1803,   Although  we  do  not  know  for  certain,  he  may  not  have  been 
granted  land  because  of  his  earlier  service  in  the  Rebel  Cause,

We  have  often  wondered  why  Lewis  settled  in  Sidney 
Township  when  his  brothers  finally  induced  him  to  coir<e  over  from  the 
U.S.A.  It  would  seem  logical  that  he  would  settle  in  Emestown 
near  hla  fantily. 

The  reasons  for  his  settlement  In  Sidney  now  become  clear. 
His  father,  Martin,  and  brothers  already  owned  land  In  Sidney  and 
had  obtained  it  in  1789  in  the  following  manner. 

One  of  the  first  Rej^itnents  to  disband  and  obtain  grants 
was  the  8Uth  Foot.  They  were  given  land  rrants  along  the  Ottawa  river 
in  1783,  A  precedent  was  set  by  the  size  of  these  grants,  A  Captain 
for  instance,  got  about  2000  acres.  When  other  re^iKents  disbanded 
and  civilian  settlers  started  to  move  into  the  lands  west  of  Klnji^ston 
(including  the  Bay  of  Quinte  area)  a  new  schedule  of  prants  was  started; 
a  Captain  pot  about  one  half  or  less  than  had  been  granted  to  pierabers 
of  the  84th  Foot  Regiment,  Word  soon  pot  around  and  later  settlers 
petitioned  for  more  land. 

Lord  Dorchester,  the  novemor-noneral,  slcrned  an  order 
in  Council  on  October  22,  17 8B,  to  the  effect  that  reduced  officers 
would  be  granted  additional  lands,  Martin  and  sons,  who  had  sent  in 
petitions  in  1787  were  granted  additional  lands  in  Sidney  Township, 

Martin  and  sons  had  this  land  at  the  tinie  Lewis  arrived 
about  1C05,  We  Viear  no  none  of  them  in  Sidney,  They  may  have  sold  to 
Lewis  who  obtained  his  lots  close  by.  In  any  event  they  stayed  in  Emestown, 
See  Napanee  Settlement, 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Martin  and  sons  are 
referred  to  as  "old  settlers"  in  17a7,  This  bears  out  the  fact  that 
they  carae  into  Ernestown  very  early  in  17 3U, 

The  above  land  petitions  and  i^rants  are  recorded  In  the 
Ontario  Archives  report  for  the  year  192b  as  follows:

These  prants  were  given  in  Sidney  Township  because  no 
land  was  available  in  Ernestown,  By  1789  all  the  lots  in  Ernestown 
were  filled  up.  The  area  around  Belleville,  however,  was  iust  being 
opened  up  on  the  concessions  back  of  the  Front,

From  1930  to  19^5  (except  for  four  years  during  the  war)  I  (Howard  Frallck) 
lived  ^ust  north  of  Belleville  on  the  10  acre  lot  ray  father  boup,ht  in  1930, 
This  vias  purchased  fran  Ella  Bleeker,  3  sister  to  the  Bleekers  that  had 
a  Drug  Store  in  Belleville  for  many  years.  This  land  fronted  on  llU 
Highway,  On  the  north  side  it  was  bounded  by  the  0' Grady  Sideroad  now 
called  Clover  leaf  Drive,  ^HOl  Highway  now  runs  alon^r  the  south  side  about 
too  yards  to  the  south.  The  west  end  of  this  sideroad  joins  Sidney  Street 
at  lot  38,  Concession  3,  of  Sidney,  Sidney  Street  bein,^  the  line  between 
Sidney  and  Thurlow  Townships,  The  land  ^-ranted  to  Martin,  Peter  and 
Christopher  in  1789  lies  just  to  the  west  of  Sidney  Street,  The  Suther lands 
now  own  the  east  half  of  lot  36  which  was  Martin's  lot  in  the  year  of  1789, 
Peter  and  Christopher  each  had  1/2  lot  35  and  Thomas  Tillotsoi;  and  lots 
32  and  33  further  west,  I  did  not  know  the  locatiwi  of  these  lands  until 
196**  when  with  Charles  Fraleigh  of  Bloomf ield,  we  went  out  to  locate  then?. 
The  various  deeds  and  transfers  for  these  lots  are  in  the  Registry  ©ffice 
in  Belleville,
